defendant, John Gilbride, garage proprietór, 
Bridge street, Sligo, claimed an injunction re- 
straining him from removing a boundary 
wall, 70 feet long, erected in Bridge street, 
in Sligo Borough, and intended. as a 
boundary between the street and the River 
Garavogue.

INJURIES. 


MR, JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
gas JURY.) 


The hearing of an action in which Charles 
T. Stewart, of 24 Anglesea street, Dublin, 
stockbroker, was plaintiff, and the Con- 
temptible “Bus Company, Ltd., 3 and: 4 
College Green, Dublin, were defendants, was 
begun. The plaintiff sought damages for 
personal injuries caused by the alleged 
negligence of the defendants, their servants 
or agents, in the driving and management of 
a ’bus near the junction of Brighton avenue 
and Monkstown Church on the afternoon of 
April 7, 1928. 

The defence was a we” of negligence and 
a plea of contributory negligence. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Dackrell, K.C., and 
Mr. M. Walker (instructed by Messrs. W. ©. 
Hogan and Sons) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., Mr. Lavery, K.C., 
and Mr. R. McLoughlin (instructed by Messrs. 
J. H. McLoughlin and Son) appeared íor the 
defendants. “ 

Opening the plaintifí's case, Mr. Wood 
said that on. the afternoon in question the 
jlaintiff was proceeding on his motor cycle 
an his residence in the direction of Monks- 
town Church. He turned out to Monkstown 
road, cut off his engine, and was free-wheeling 
slowly towards Monkstown Church, on his 
proper side, when the 'bus came behind him 
from the city direction, swept past him, and 
apparently struck his machine. Plaintiff 
wobbled awhile, and was then flung on the 
‘ground, his machine in one place and his 
body in another. He sustained severe shock, 
contused wounds on the palm of the right 
hand and left shin, injury to the lumbar 
region, and suffered from persistent pains in 
the limbs, necessitating the services of two 
doctors and a nurse. Plaintiff, said counsel, 
had served in two wars, and his injuries had 
had certain grave consequences for him. 

Evidence was called for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, opening for the defendants, 
said that they wished to contest the case on 
the merits and on the straight issue as to 
whether it was not plaintiff's own fault that 
the actident befel hrm, and not the fault of 
the defendants, who neither knew of the 
accident until after it happened nor could 
have avoided it in the way it did happen. 
The road from which the plaintiff emerged on 


to the main toad on the afternoon in question ' 


was a death-trap to anyone coming on to the 
main road unless he took the greatest pre- 
cautions. The plaintiff did the rashest thing 
which he could have done. The evidence for 
the defendants would be that the plaintiff 
came out of this “‘death-trap’’ and turned 
his machine practically at the same time as 
the *bus passed him. The ‘bus driver had 
blown his horn, and plaintiff had ample 
opportunity for seeing the "bus, which must 
have overtaken him within a second and a half. 
When the ’bus was half-way past him—either 
because it made him nervous. or because he 
was going so slowly—the plaintiff turned his 
machine to the left, lost his balance, turned 
out again to try to right himself, and ap- 
parently just touched the “bus. The “bus 
having passed him, plaintiff continued to 
wobble on his machine, and then fell into the 
roadway. 

Evidence was then called for the defend- 
ants, and

OPPOSITION WITHDRAWN.

The probate suit of James Russell, of 
Rucker, Templemore, Co, ‘Tipperary, v. 
Thomas Russell, James Russell and Patrick 
Russell, of 1 Fairview, Dublin, was heard. 
The plaintiff sought to establish in solemn 
form the will, dated 18th January, 1887, of 
Thomas Russell, his father, late of Rucker, 
farmer, who died on 19th January, 1887. 
The defendants, who are grandchildren of 
the deceased man, had entered a caveat.

FIRST PROSECUTION UNDER 


THE NEW ACT. 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 

Inspector Tannam, on behalf of the Corpora- 
tion, summoned Richard Tynan, pork butcher, 
Clanbrassil street: and Wexford street, for 
using a prohibited preservative—boron com- 

und—in the manufacture of sausages on 
March 18 last. 

Mr. T. F. Burke, assistant law agent, 
appeared for the Corporation, and Mr. J.P. 
Kennedy, solicitor, appeared for the de 
fendant. 

Inspector Tannam stated that he took.a 
sample of sausages and two packets of pré- 
servatives which were on the premises. The 
one prohibited had been in use for the pur- 
pose until October last, when a new order 
came into ‘force. ' 

Giving evidence, Mr. Tynan said that he 
was aware of the order, and was having it 
observed, but on the date in question he was 
at Clonmel coursing meeting, and one of his 
assistants used boron compound instead of 
sulphur dioxide. 

Mr. Kennedy referred to the fact that it 
was sulphur dioxide which, it was alleged, 
caused the poisoning of a number of police- 
men in London. - 

Continuing,. Mr. Tynan. said that he had 
twenty-eight years’ experience of the busi- 
ness, and found that a preservative was neces- 
sary unless one was sure of an immediate 


e, 

The Justice—Surely, unless in soft weather, 
a sausage would keep for forty-eight hours? 

Mr. Tynan said that, as water was neces- 
sary in the manufacture of sausages, they 
might not keep for forty-eight hours. A lot 
depended on the weather. 

Mr. Kennedy said that this was the first 
prosecution under the new Act.

ORE popular than ever this last 
winter has been the growing of | 
bulbs in the home. .Flewers enter largely 
into the scheme of domestic decoration, 
and nothing is more effective in relieving © 
a room from. drabness than a few 
splashes of bright floral colour, Bulb: 
growing has delights of its own. There 
is a distinct fascination in watching the 
gradual evolution of the flowers at a time 
when bloom is c.herwise conspicuous by 
its absence or dearness. The tulip has 
come into favour again, not ' for 
indoor growing, but also for —“utside 
display, and ‘there is certainly much to 

be said “for a flower which rei 
supreme in the English garden until the 

beginning of the eighteenth century. 
The tulip, essentially a native of the 
Levant, has its chief home nowadays in 
Holland. It appeals from a cultural 
standpoint quite as strongly to the 
amateur, whose resources are restricted to 
a few score bulbs of the cheaper and 
commoner varieties, as to the enthusiasts 
and connoisseurs who plant on a large 
scale, and experiment in the production 
or display of rarities. One of the delights 
of flower-gardening is its richness 
colour results, and the expenditure of a 
fer pence on tulip bulbs will impart to 
the tiniest back-yard garden a touch of 
resplendent brilliance at the moment when 
a little extra colour seems most welcvme. 
ow many of those who cultivate the 
tulip, other than the professional gardeners 
who naturally specialise in the genealogies 
of flowers, know anything of the extra-, 
ordinary craze to which it once gave rise, 
affecting whole populations with the fever 
of speculation and bringing entire 
communities to the very verge of tuin? 


AN INFECTIOUS EXAMPLE. 


The annals of modern floriculture are 
full of romance. Men have adventured 
fortunes, and even their own lives, to 
secure rare specimens ; but in no case has 
public excitement been so widespread, or 
carried to so high a pitch, as in the 
Tulip mania which spread through 
Holland in the seventeenth century. 

When Busbequius, the Austrian 
Ambassador before the Sultan of Turkey, 
struck with the beauty of the flower which 
he had secn growing in a garden near 
Constantinople. introduced the tulip to 
Vienna in 1554, paying dearly for it, he 
metaphorically brought a spark which set 
Northern Europe aflame. Conrad Gesner’s 
attention was drawn to the flower in the 
garden of the celebrated Counsellor, 
Herwart of Augsburg, famous in his day 
as a collector of the rarest exotics; and 
he at once became an enthusiastic ad- 
mirer, contributing enormously to its 
rapid growth in popularity. 

Within a few years the wealthy citizens 
of Holland and Germany were competing 
keenly with one .another in securing the 
choicest bulbs direct from Constantinople. 
The example of the rich was followed by 
the middle classes, merchants, and s..op- 
keepers, and later by people of the most 
modest means. The rage grew with what 
it fed on, and before long the-tulip trade 
absorbed attention to the almost complete 
nezlect of ordinary industry. The 
keener the competition became, the more 
prices soared, and cases are on record in 
which as much as 10,000 florins was given 
for forty roots. Soon it was found 
necessary to sell the bulbs by weight in 
‘“perits’’—a small weight of less than 
a grain—and some idea of the value 
attached to the picked bulbs may be 
gathered from the fact that specimens of 
the ‘‘Admira!l Liefken,’’ weighing four 
nundred 'perits. were priced at 4,400 
florins; a ‘‘ Childer”’ of one hundred and 
six perits was worth 1,615 florins, and 
there were ready purchasers of 
“Wiceroys” of four hundred perits at 
3,000 florins, or even “ Semper Augustus ”’ 
weighing two hundred perits, at 5,500 
florins. , 


“DEALS ” IN KIND. 


The last mentioned variety was scarce. 
At one time only two indifferent speci- 
mens were known to be procurable in 
Holland, one belonging to a dealer in 
Amsterdam and the other to a collector 
in Harlaem. For the fktter, one 
speculator offered the fee simple of 
twelve acres of building grennd, while 
the one at Amsterdam wag bought for 
4,600 florins, a new carriage, two grey 
horses and a complete set gf wmarness. 
Deals were not infrequently transacted in 
kind as well as in cash, and on one 
occasion a single specimen of the 
‘* Viceroy’’ changed hands for two lasts 
of wheat, four lasts of rye, four fat oxen, 
eight fat swine, twelve fat sheep, two 
hogsheads of wine, four tuns of beer, two 
tons of butter, one thousand pounds of 
cheese, a complete bed, a suit of clothes 
and a silver drinking cup—the whole 
valned at 3,500 florins. , 

The demand for rare tulips increased 
to such an extent that regular maris for 
their sale were established on the Stock 


Harlaem, Teyden, Alkmar, Hoorn, and 
other towns. Stock-jobbers manipulated 
the markets. Nobles, citizens, farmers, 
mechanics, seamen, fcotmen, maid. 
servants, and even chimney-sweeps and 
old-clothes women were tempted into an 
orgy of speculation, People converted their 
property into cash and invested the money 
in tulips. Foreigners were attracted from 
afar, and poured their wealth into the 
trade. The world was confronted with 
the astonishing spectacle of a nation 


in terms of tulips. 
THE TULIP NOTARY. 


The prevaient frenzy was inevitably 
productive of many changes. Lucky 
speculators rose suddenly from obscurity to 
wealll; and prominence; the prices of 
commodities of ail kinds were advanced, 
and new standards were set up in many 
directions. So extensive ard so intricate 
did yperations become that it was found 
necessary to draw up a code of laws for 
the guidance of dealers. Notaries and 
clerks specialised in the trade, and 
Mackay records that “he designation of 
public notary was hardly known in some 
towns, that of tulip notary usurping its 
place.” He adds that “in the smaller 
towns where there was no Exchange, the 
principal tavern was usually selected as 
the showplace, where high and low traded 
in tulips; and confirmed their bargains 
over sumptuous entertainments.” 

The mania spread to Britain, but only 
in a modified form. In 1636 tulips were 


and we read that “the jobLers exerted 
themselves.to.the utmcet to raise them to 
the fictitious valne they had acquired in 
Amsterdam.” There was, however, more 
tempered j tin. Engiand than in 
Holland, and even in France the attempt 
to create a “ tulipomania”’ proved futile. 

The “ Holland boom’’ was founded on 
the coneeption ‘of a permanently inflated 
industry ; but prudent men soon began to 
perceive that the conditions could not last,

Florida. 


Discussing the scene of Major Segrave’s 
speed conquest, I ventured the remark that 
its discoverers found its most striking 
feature to be a rich and colourful vegeta- 
tion, and so titled it “Florida,” the 
flowery land. Such is not the case. 
Landing was made there by the Spaniard, 
Juan Ponce de Leon, on Easter Sunday. 
On account of the floral decoration of 
churches on that festival it is known in 
Spain as ‘‘ Pascua Florida,” and to that 
the name relates. Indeed, a great number 
of places in the then newly discovered 
worlds owe their appellation to the saint 
upon whose day they came under 
European dominion, or to the mystical 
piety of the adventurers who brought 
them there. Janeiro, for example, was 
discovered upon the day of St. Januarius ; 
Natal remembers the Christmas Day da 
Gama landed, and Trinidad, the three 
peaks of which Columbus at first thought 
to be three separate islands, owes its 
name to the mystical significance the 
Genoese sailor saw in the fact that they 
were but one land. From Florida it was 
an easy etymological flicht to Florence. 
But that city, again, is not the “city of 
flowers,” except to the poets. The 
Romans called their colony there 
“ Florentia,’”’ simply in accordance with 
their practice of giving new foundations 
names of good omen. 


Gipsies. 


The indignation of the Gipsies at their 
proposed exclusion from the Downs on 
Derby day is not unnatural in a maligned 
people. Conforming themselves to strict 
standards of behaviour, if atrifle different 
from our own, they render an cbedience 
to their rujJers many Governments might 
envy. Black sheep are among them, but 
most of the more lurid deeds attributed to 
them are the work of masterlesg men who 
hang to their skirts or pretend that they 
belong to them. Sir Walter Scott’s 
historical sense makes him portray his 
gipzies as on the whole respectable.

He is not a gipsy 
proper, but his evil character and sinister 
powers réflect the general Victorian notion

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A VOICE FROM THE 


OCEAN BED. 


SOUND THAT TELLS 
DISTANCE. 


eH —— 
(By Lieutenant-Commander L. G. 
GRIFFITHS, R.N.) 


VER since the earliest days of navi- 
gation the depths of the seas in all 
parts of the world have continually been 
ascertained and recorded on charts. Yet 
the work is not finished ; for tidal streams 
carry the material at the bottom from 
place to place; rivers form deposits at 
their mouths, making shifting.“ bars’’ ; 
and submerged volcanic eruptions make 
enormous changes in the depths. Hence 
the necessity of surveying ships for taking 
ocean soundings is obvious. 

It is remarkable that, until a few years 
ago, all soundings were taken by hand— 
just as they were taken centuries ago—by 
means of a Jead on a thin line. Towards 
the end of the nineteenth century a thin 
wire, wound on a drum, replaced the rope 
line, and then the addition of an electric 
motor to haul in the lead was a great 
improvement. These methods, however, 
are now becoming obsolete and depths are 
measured by the echo of sound. 

There are several types of instruments 
which work by this method, and, in every 
instance, the principle is more or less the 
same. Sound travels at a speed of 4,700 
feet per second in water, so that, if the 
time is measured between making a noise 
and receiving it through the medium of 
water at another place, the distance 
between the sending and receiving 
positions can be worked out. 


THE FIRST ECHO. 


Sound also echoes, and the first echo 
heard is that which is deflected by the 
closest solid surface. Thus, if a sound is 
transmitted from a ship on the suriace, 
the echo, travelling at 4,700 feet per 
second, will come back to the ship from 
the ocean bed. By measuring the interval 
of time, the length of the return journey 
is found. Division of this by two gives 
the depth of the water. 

With one of these instruments a 
cartridge is fired from the upper deck. 
It explodes when just under the surface 
of the water. This noise is recorded by a 
microphone set into the hull. The echo is 
picked up by another microphone in the 
ship. The two microphones are electrically 
connected to a mechanism in the chart 
room which lights up the figures on a 
lamp-board, showing the depth in 
fathoms. 

This method has worked successfully im 
depths up to more than 13,000 feet (2% 
miles), when it takes five and a hall 
seconds to obtain a sounding. This 1s 
vastly different from the time that 1s 
needed to sound with a lead line when, 
at this depth, the ship would have to 
stop while two and a half miles of line 
were let out and hauled in again. It also 
reduces the risk to liners when they want 
to take soundings in a fog. 

This system is really the outcome Of the 
hydrophone, which was used with such 
success for locating enemy submarines 
during the war. Now its development for 
peaceful purposes is proving to be not less 
useful.

earnest throughout the province. The 
position of the Government has become 
stronger since Lord Charlemont gave 4 
pledge to the clerical party that the 
Education Act will be amended, although 
it has not yet been made clear tha; the 
demand for a nominated element on the 
borough and regional committees in 
accordance with the desires of ‘‘ educa- 
tional and religious interests’’ will be 
granted. The great body of the laity is 
opposed to special privileges.being given to 
any particular section of the comunity, 
and the County Councils have protested 
against any change being made in ad- 
ministration. The temperance reformers 
are agitating for loca] option legislation 
this year, and apparently will be satisfied 
with nothing less, no matter what grave 
issues are involved; but moderate opinion 
is opposed to extreme measures. 


REAR-ADMIRAL’S ADVICE. 


In this connection the advice given by 
Rear-Admiral McKeon to the members of 
the British Legion in Northern Ireland is 
worth considering. Speaking at Omagh 
during the week-end, he said that local 
option would lead to prohibition, and 

inted out that, with a border running 
rom Londonderry to Newry, and a sea coast 
extending hundreds of miles, there would 
be a tremendous amount of smuggling of 
liquor, causing continual trouble. 

The Admiral suggested that, if the 
Government closed all the public-houses 
that could be done without all over the 
province, and tightened up the licensing 
laws, such a course, combined with high 
prices, would advance the cause of 
temperance in the preper direction. 
Similar arguments have been -offered in 
this column from time to time, and it is 
understood that the Government is willing 
to consider sympathetically a scheme of 
licence reduction, which would probably 
be more effective than local option ; but the 
extreme temperance leaders connected with 
the Churches will accept no compromise. 

For instance, Mr. T. Somerset, who 
employs many hundreds of people in the 
linen business, has been chosen as the 
official Unionist candidate for North 
Belfast in the Imperial Parliament, and 
it would be difficult to find a more able 
candidate ; but he is being opposed by the 


| temperance party simply because he is 


a director of a large firm of caterers in 
the city where drinks may be had with 
meals. Because of that he is said to be 
hostile to the temperance cause, although 
the same charge might be made with equal 
reason against even the most rigid tee- 
totaller who holds a share in a railway 
company with refreshment rooms .all over 
its system. 


HOTCH-POTCH OF FACTIONS. 


The Nationalists, Independent Union- 
ists, Labourists and a _ sprinkling of 
Liberals are all in the electoral arena, and 
this week we are to see the entry of the 
new Constitutional Party into Northern 
politics. Such at least is the promise, 
and, no doubt, it will be kept. Its chief 
standard-bearer is Mr. A. E. Hailwood, 
chairman of the organisation, and it is said 
that several of the Belfast constituencies 
for Westminster, as well as some of the 
counties, are to be contested by its 
nominees, a significant sign of the times 
being that a number of “ very prominent 
Ulstermen’’ have offered themselves as 
candidates. The new party’s policy of 
protection for linen and agriculture has a 
certain fascination for those interested in 
these industries, but it will be difficult to 
convince the British people of their im- 
portance. 

Amidst all the commotion and confusion 
Lord Craigavon is pursuing his placid 
way, genial and imperturbable, serenely 
confident that when he sounds the alarm, 
and the drums begin to beat, ‘every 
mother’s son who calls himself a loyalist,”’ 
to use his own homely words, will rally 
under the old flag and carry him to 
victory. That is the Prime Minister's 
deep conviction, and time alone can tell 
how well it is founded, but probably he is 
not far wrong. The Government has its 
faults, but in Northern Ireland it could 
not be replaced, unless with a hotch- 
potch of factions whose end might be 
— to that of the fabled Kilkenny 
Cats. : 


RESIGNATION OF THE SPEAKER. 


The resignation of the Right Hon. 
Hugh O'Neill as Speaker of the Northern 
House of Commons has caused sincere 
regret among all sections of the com- 
munity. He filled his high office with 
dignity, impartiality and unfailing 
courtesy and good humour, and his suc- 
cessor will have difficulty in maintaining 
the worthy tradition which he created. Mr. 
O'Neill enjoyed the confidence of every 
member of the House, and it is a singular 
circumstance that the most eloquent 
eulogy of his gifts and character came 
from the Nationalist and Labour benches, 
surpassing even the warm tribute of the 
Prime Minister. Men of the stamp and 
genius of Mr. O'Neill, whose family 
records stretch away into. the mists of 
antiquity, adorn any assembly, and his 
loss to the Northern Commons will be 
severely felt. 

Legend states that the first O'Neill to 
arrive in Ulster fell out of Noah’s Ark 
as it was sailing over the hills of Antrim, 
and his descendants have been there ever 
since; but, of course, that may be only 
a fairy story. Nevertheless, they have 
been there for many centuries, and the 
lords and chiefs of Shane’s Castle have 
always been popular with the people.

A PUNISHABLE OFFENCE. 

Gorse or furze fires, lighted by visitors from 
Dublin, have been burning for several days at 
numerous points on the Dublin Hills, notably 
on Mount Pelier, where the blaze, vividly re- 
fiected in the sky, can be seen for many 
miles. The fires, carried by a strong easterly 
wind, made rapid headway among the dry 
scrub and vegetation, causing much damage 
to nesting birds and other game. Intentional 
or accidental burnings of this nature during 
the a and early summer months have 
caused much damage to game in South County 
Dublin in recent years, and have contributed 
largely towards the noticeable depreciation in 
the number of grouse and hares to be found 
on the hills. 

Apart from the question of trespass and 
damage to property, careless holiday-makers 
and malicious persons should remember that 
the setting fire to growing furze is a felony, 
carrying heavy penalties. The setting fire to 
furze is totally prohibited, ‘‘ save’ only be- 
tween the 14th day of June and the 2nd day 
of. February.” The penalty for a breach of 
the law is £5, and it affects owners of land 
and trespassers ahke The destruction 
wrought by such fires is causing landowners 
and sportsmen in the districts affected to take 
strong measures to protect the: property and 
the lives of game, and the public are asked to 
aid in preventing either wilful or accidental 
fires.

THE GARDEN GUILD 
MOVEMENT. 

Mr. Brendan P. Mansfield (of Ramsay's 
Nurseries, Ballsbridge), was the  princijl 
guest at the meeting of the Dublin Rotarv 
Club yesterday in Clery’s restaurant. He 
spoke of town gardens. As a means towards 
developing town-garden work he directed 
attention to the Garden Guild movement, 
which began some twenty years ago with a 
small window-box competition, and fulfilled 
so useful a purpose that it had spread with 
amazing rapidity till the Guild was an 
established body in many countries, with a 
centre in practically every large city. The 
object of the Guild was that every patch of 
ground in city and town should be made to 
grow flowers, and that window-boxes and 
gardens should be cultivated in congested 
areas where garden space is limited. Mr. 
Mansfield then described the Guild's 
methods. 

On the motion of Mr. Ireton Jones. 

Keating, and sup- 
ported by Mr. W. H. Bailey, a vote of 
thanks was given to Mr. Mansfield. 

The President (Mr. F. M. Summerfield) 
said that there was plenty of scope for the 
work of the Guild, not only in Dublin end 
other towns, but in the country districts 
and villages. It would be a source of great 
delight to the eye of any casual visitor, and 
a source of attraction to tourists if the rural 
villages were decorated with flowers in the 
manner suggested by Mr. Mansfield. What 
was urgently wanted was some persons to 
lead the movement.

IMPORTANT ACTION IN

If ex-officers and men of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary succeed in an action, 
the hearing of which began in the 
Chancery Division, London, yesterday, 
before Mr. Justice Eve, the British 
Treasury will have to pay £1,736,000 
straightway and about £248,000 per annum 


‘for years to come. 


The plaintiffs claim that the amount of 
compensation’ payable to the officers and 
men of the force in question upon its 
disbandment in August, 1922, should 
have included allowances. No fewer than 
12,400 officers and men will be affected 
by the decision in the case, and, if it is 
in their favour, the payments, retro- 
eperevety to 1922, as stated, will total 
about a million and a quarter sterling. 


From Our CoRRgesPonDeENT. 

The plaintiffs are: William Albert Egan, 
ex-county-inspector; Charles Justice, ex- 
sergeant, and Peter McCarthy, ex-constable; 
Mrs. Helena Shea, widow of Richard Shea, 
a deceased ex-sergeant, and her children, 
and the action ‘was brought against the 
Attorney-General — as representing His 
ge al Treasury. 

r. Alexander Alfred Dickie and Mr. 
Hector Hughes, King’s counsel of the Irish 
Bar, and ‘members of the English Bar, 
appeared for the plaintiffs, who are. all 
resident in England, and the Attorney- 
General (Sir Thomas Inskip), tho Solicitor- 
General, and Mr. Stafford Crossman appeared 
for the Treasury. 

_ PLAINTIFFS’ CASE. 

Mr. Dickie said that each class of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary was represented in 
the action. The plaintifis asked the Court to 
declare that in fixing compensation to the 
members of the force on their being dis- 
banded the Treasury, who had to fix the 
amount, did not take into account certain 
allowances which were of monetary value to 
the prose previous to their disbandment, but 
fixed their compensation by. what might be 
called their monetary pay only. The 
Treasury contended that they were right in 
their compuptation, having regard to the 
language of the statute and the regulations 
under which the Royal Irish Constabulary 
were governed. The point would really ‘turn 
on what ‘‘salary’’ meant in the circum- 
stances. He (Mr. Dickie) suggested that 
salary ’’ included allowances, and, there- 
fore, the computation of the Treasury. was 
not right. 

_ Another question which arose was whether, 
in the case of an officer or constable who 
died after he got ais compensation, his widow 
was entitled to a pension and his children 
were entitled to certaiy allowances until they 
reached fifteen years of age. 


TREASURY'S CONTENTION. 

_ The Treasury's contention was that, by 
introducing into the compensation rules 
certain regulations that previously existed 
witn regard to the police before they were 
disbanded, no widow could get a pension and 
no children could get allowances unless the 
officer or constable died within twelve months. 
The plaintifis contended, on the other hand, 
that the Compensation or Disbandment Act 
was not the same as the previous law at all, 
and that it gave a pension to the widow, uo 
matter whether the man had received his 
compensation for a certain period or not. 

The Treasury further contended that plain- 
tiffs had no right of action at all; that the 
Treasury had full control under the Statutes 
with regard to civil servants, and need not 
give a pension if they did not like to; that 
what were called “ rights to pension ” were 
no rights at all, but that the pension was 
given ex gratia. Plaintiffs contested that, 
and said the Act gave a statutory right which 
the Treasury could not avoid. 

FACTS ADMITTED. 

Counsel added that, as the facts were all 
admitted, if his lordship decided in the plain- 
tiffs’ favour, all that would have to be done 
would be to take an account as to what the 
allowances were 

He referred to several Acts of Parliament 
relating to the Constabulary force in Ireland, 
beginning with an Act of William IV. which 
established the force, afterwards named the 
Roval Irish Constabulary. The Act of 1920. 
which changed the old Home Rule Act and 
divided Ireland into two—Northern and 
Southefn Ireland—provided a full scale of 
pensions ior the protection of civil 
servants and the police, and the plaintiffs 
contended that in the Act of 1922—the Dis. 
bandment Act—“ salary ” must he interpreted 
in the same way as in the 1920 Act. and 
must include remuneration, allowances and 
emoluments. 

Counse! submitted that pay and salary in 
the Royal Irish Constabulary were always 
known as two distinct things. Salary, in 
the earliest Act relating to the Constabulary 
force, was by specific reference made to in- 
clude allowances, If the Act of 1920 meant 
that allowances were not pensionable, why 
did it not say so? All they had to say 
was that compensation was to te based on 
pay, but they said th-t .ompensation. was to 
be based on ‘‘salary,” so, that there could 
be no doubt that it was to cover remunera- 
tion and allowances. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S VIEW. 

The Attorney-General said that the point 
was a harrow one, and depended on tht 
proper construction of some werds in the 
Act of 1922. The previous iilers of the 
pay and allowances and pensions of the 
Royai Irish Constabulary was more a matter 
of interest historically than of relevance to 
the present case.” As to the distinction 
pointed out by Mr. Dickie between pay and 
salary, he suggested that tke various statutes 
used the two terms absolutely differently. It 
seemed as if Parliament drew no distinction 
between the two expressions. 

The hearing was adjourned. 


METAL TRADE IN THE 
FREE STATE. 


CENSUS OF PRODUCTION 
FOR 1926. 


A report issued by the Free State De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce, under 
the Statistics Act, 1926, states that during 
1926 returns were received from ninety-two 
concerns in the twenty-six counties engaged 
in the metal trades, excluding engineering. 
That number included thirty-six small busi 
nesses having an aggregate gross output 
valued at £5,339, or an average output of 
considerably less than £100 each. 

In many cases, says the report, the re- 
turns furnished were very incomplete, and it 
was decided to include in the tables in the 
report only particulars relating to the re- 
maining fifty-six concerns, each of which had 
a gross output valued at £300 or over. Some 
of the firms ig Be in the metal trades did 
a smal] amount of construction work, and as 
it was not possible for them to furnish 
separate returns relating to the manufactur- 
ing or finishing part of their businesses, the 
figure for gross output given is correspond- 
ingly greater than it should be, 

The total value of goods made and work 
done in 1926 is set down at £440,754, and 
the cost of productign amounted to £233,329. 

The amount paid in salaries and wages 
during 1926 by the fifty-six concerns was 
£148 142, and employment was given to 1,150 
workers. 

Forty-four of the establishments worked 
290 days or mére during the year, eight 
worked between and 289 days,-and four 
firms worked less than 249 days.

T.D.’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Sean Brady, T.D., called by Super- 
intendent Reynolds, said that, in consequence 
of very serious complaints: from the clergy, 
he visited Clondalkin on several Sunday even- 
ings last summer. Between the hours of 
seven and eight o’clock things were normal 
then at about five minutes to nine it seemed 
as if hundreds were sent out from the public- 
houses. Scenes of a disgraceful chara-ter 
ensued, such as the Guards could not possibly 
cope with. Some men were “ jolly,’ others 
were singing on the street, and women were 
dancing outside a public-house. He saw one 
woman carrying out six bottles of stout from 
a public-house and placing them in a cart. 
In the laneways around men and women were 
lying drinking-from bottles, and one man was 
making desperate efforts’? to drink 
whiskey out of a bottle. 


DISGRACEFUL SCENES. 

He was informed: that the Protestant 
clergyman of Clondalkin had to suspend Ser- 
vice in his church owing to the state oí 
affairs. ‘Busmen told him that they had tho 
greatest difficulty in getting the crowds out 
of Clondalkin on Sunday evenings. At the 
Liquor Commission Deputy Sir James Craig 
said that he never saw “such disgraceful 
scenes in anv part of Ireland as those which 
he saw in Clondalkin on Sunday evenings. 

In reply to Mr. Shiel, witness said that the 
woman who carried out the six bottles of 
stot did not bring them out of Mr. Healy’s 

The Rev. Mr. Carson, Rector of Clon- 
dalkin, said that he saw most degrading 
scenes in Clondalkin on Sunday evenings.

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RETIREMENT OF DUBLIN 
POLICE OFFICER. 


CHIEF SUPERINTENDENT 
WILLOUGHBY’S RECORD. 


By the retirement of Chief Superintendent 
George Willoughby, M.A., TCD. the Civic 
Guard has lost its senior member. Mr. 
Willoughby has 
behind him a con- 
tinuous record of 
forty-two years’ ser- 
vice in the police 
forces of Dublin. As 
a member of the Dub- 
lin Metropolitan 
Police in January, 
1924, he found him- 
self senior in both 
rank and service to 
everyone except the 
Commissioner. In the 
following May he was 
advanced from the 
rank of Superinten- 
Cuige SuPERINTENDENT dent to that of Hon. 
G. WrLLoucHBYy. Chief Superintendent, 
and on the amalgama- 
tion of the Metropolitan Police and the Civic 
Guard in April, 1925, he was granted the 
substantive rank and continued serving in 
the Metropolitan Division. 

Frobably no member of the Irish police 
forces took part in more public functions or 
in so many exciting events during the period 
of his service under nine Viceroys, two 
Governors-General, and six Chief Commjs- 
sioners. He was in the Leinster Hall, 
Hawkins street, on the occasion of the anti- 
Home Rule demonstrations there, when the 
speakers were the then Marquis of Harting- 
ton and Mr. Goschen, and on disturbances 
taking place outside, Chief Commissioner 
Harrel took personal charge of the police, 
being mounted with tae D.M.P. troopers. 

Mr. Willoughby was on duty at Westland 
row when the remains of the late Mr. C. 
S. Parnell were being brought to Dublin for 
interment, and saw the wooden case, from 
which the suite of coffins had been taken, 
broken into splinters by souvenir hunters. 
The arrest of Mr. T. D. Sullivan, when 
Lord Mayor, and the welcome accorded Mr. 
William O’Brien on his release from Tula 
more Jail; the visit of Queen Victoria, when 
she was presented with the keys of the city 
at Leesou street Bridge; the railway strike 
of 1911; and the extensiye labour troubles 
of 1913-14, were all incidents in which he 
took a part in the course of his duty. In 
the 1913-14 labour troubles Mr. Willoughby 
did his longest turn of duty—27 hours—and 
had experience of the fierce riot, when 47 
policemen were wounded. i 

His last appearance in uniform was in 
charge of the police at College Green on 
st. Patrick's Day this year, when the 
anual parade of military took place befo-+ 
the Minister for Defence. e 

Since his last promotion Mr. Willoughby 
has been engaged chiefly in administrative 
work. He has taken a keen interest in ambu- 
lance work, and with the late Station Sergeant 
Fogarty he initiated a movement for the 
establishment of reading and _ recreatio2 
rooms in the barracks. He was also engaged 
in the formation of the Widows’ and 
Orphans’ Benevolent Fund, and avas secretary 
of the Medical Aid Association (South vity).

Mr. Churchill’s Budget. 

Mr. .Winston Churchill’s fifth—and 
last—Budget has proved to be a very 
ordinary document, after all. The country 
had expected something ‘‘ sensational,’’ and 
the popular Press encouraged this idea, 
giving the impression that Mr, Churchill 
would produce financial ‘and fistal plans 
which would take the wind completely out 
of the sails of Messrs. Macdonald and 
Lloyd George. Nothing of the sort has 
happened.. Mr. Churchill—or, indeed, any 
other Chancellor—never has formulated less 
spectacular proposals in a Budget speech. 
He has abolished the tax on tea; he has 
replaced the unsatisfactory betting tax by 
a new system oí bookmakers’ licences ;: he 
has done away with the passenger tax on 
the railways, and has made minor con- 
cessions in respect of telephones and other 
services. Furthermore, he has increased the 
licences for Lrewers, distillers and tobacco 
manufacturers in order to counteract the 
financial advantage that they will derive 
from the de-rating.-scheme which. he 
introduced last year.

For Irish observers the most interesting 
item in Mr. Churchill's Budget is his 
admission that the betting tax has been a 
“fiasco.” It has lent itself to evasion. 
Only the honest bookmakers have paid it, 
and the others have been able to escape 
almost scot free. Of course, a tax on 
turnover always must be difficult both to 
assess and to. collect, and the change 
which has been made by Mr. Churchill, 
although it will involve the sacrifice by 
the Exchequer of about £850,000 per 
annum, will be welcomed not only by the 
racing community, but by the great mass 
of the general public. The new system is 
very simple. Every bookmaker, in the 
future as heretofore, will be required to; 
pay £10 per annum for his licence, and, 
in addition, will be taxed to the extent 
of £40 for every telephone which he has 
on his premises. The number of tele- 
phones required by a bookmaker offers a 
fair index to his prosperity, since most 
betting on the “starting price’’ system 
is done by telephone. Mr. Churchill also 
proposes to collect one-half per cent. on 
the proceeds of the totalisator; which 
wil’ be introduced soon on English race- 
courses. It was hoped that . would do 
something in his Budget to reduce the 
horse-power tax on old motur cars, but 
he has not made the slightest concession 
to the motor owners. The income tax, 
too, remains unabated. 

The estimated tax and non-tax revenue 
for the year amounts to £753,940,000, and 
the estimated expendittre to £741,964,000. 
Mr. Churchill, therefore, had an estimated 
surplus ot £11,976,000. His several 
changes in the fisea] system have reduced 
this figure to £4,096,000, at which surplus 
the Budget is’ balanced. These figurés 
disclose a healthy condition of financial 
affairs.

Housing in Two Lands. 


More than a million and a quarter new 
houses have been built in England and 
‘Wales since the Armistice. Of these, two- 
thirds were subsidised: by the State, and of 
the subsidised houses more than half were 
built by local authorities. It may be said 
that England’s housing problem is solved. 
There is still some congestion, and another 
ten years. work will be necessary to give 
the people the abundance of up-to-date 
accommodation . which was enjoyed. before 
the Great War; but no longer is there a 
pell-me]l struggle of candidates for the 
occupancy of every’ house that is vacated, 
and no longer must young married. couples 
of the wage-earning classes resign them- 
selves to. years. of waiting for escape from 
lodgings into homes of their own. A 
striking success has attended the decision 
of Mr. Chamberlain, the Minister: of 
Health, to reduce the amount. of the 
subsidy at the earliest possible moment. 
Reduction in subsidy has led to a 
decisive fall in building costs. - In 
July, 1921, when it was decided to 
discontinue the Addison scheme, the’ cost 
of a “‘non-parjour’’ house was £665. 
Sixteen months later, with no new scheme 
for a subsidy under consideration, the cost 
had fallen to £346. In the following year, 
when a new subsidy was promised,. the 
cost rose again, and when the Labour 
Government of 1924 proposed yet greater 
subsidies the cost of “ non-parlour” houses 
went up to £451. With the reduction of 
the subsidy in 1926 the cost fell once 
more, and now it stands at £339, the 
lowest figure since the war. These facts 
are instructive. They point to the con- 
clusion that the State assists the nation 
most effectively, not when it directly 
subsidises works, but when it brings down 
the cost of living and makes private enter- 
prise profitable. It would be well if the 
lesson were taken to heart in Ireland. 
Last. week there was a discussion in the 
Parliament -of Northern Ireland on ‘the 
housing question, and Sir Dawson Bates 
acknowledged that the building of houses 
by the State in the Six Counties had ‘been 
a failure. By the subsidy method con- 
siderable success .had been achieved, and 
demands were being received for aid in 
respect of four hundred houses a month. 
There were two discussions on the same 
topic in Dail Kireann. The Free State 
Government was criticised from the right 
and ‘from the left, but its policy, on the 
whole, stood unshaken. Thore who appeal 
for the. assistance of every class of build- 
ing operation by the State make a demand 
that would retard, if it were granted, the 
return to normal economic conditions. On 
the other side, those who demand an 
immediate provision by the State of 
alternative housing for all the dwellers 
in the slums hardly can realise the govern- 
ing factors of the -situation. The State 
ought to subsidise only such building as 
an abnormal shortage requires. By aiding 
in the provision of houses for the artisan 
and labouring classes it will relieve con- 
gestion, thus enabling the. most. wretched 
classes to enjoy some betterment of their 
condition, pending the time when they will 
become fitted to pay their way as tenants 
or tenant-purchasers of 
dwellings.

Yesterday, by a notable feat of 
journalism, The Times published the log 
which the crew of the Southern Cross 
kept during their twelve days in the 
Australian wilderness. An ‘aeroplane, 
chartered by the Sydney Sun, landed 
beside the Southern Cross last Saturday, 
received the log (written by Mr. Ulm) 
and brought it to Derby, in Western 
Australia, whence it was transmitted to 
Sydney and London. It was kept almost 
from hour to hour of the long ordeal, 
and occupies three-and-a-half columns of 
The Times. Few more thrilling stories 
of resource, courage and endurance have 
been given to the world. Copyright in 
the log is reserved strictly, but even the 
leading article which summarises it is an 
epic in little. When the Southern Cross 
made her forced descent her -wireless 
apparatus was put out of action. Her 
food supplies consisted of a few sand- 
wiches:and some tins of gruel which were 
being carried for a sick child at 
Wyndham. On this scanty provender, 
eked out by mud snails and wild beans, 
the crew—Captain Kingsford-Smith, Mr. 
Ulm, Mr. Litchfield and Mr. McWilliams, 
the wireless operator—lived until the 
Canberra rescued them. To the torture 
of suspense, as the days dragged along, 
were added the attacks of swarms of flies 
and mosquitoes, which prevented sleep. 
Moreover, they suffered, in-an aggravated 
measure, the baffled hopes of marooned 
sailors; for their “ Wireless,”’ partly 
repaired after the first week, was able to 
receive, but not to despatch, messages. 
Although they picked up news of the 
efforts for their release, they could give 
no guidance. Questing aeroplanes passed 
within a few miles of them on three 
oceasions, but failed to see their amoke 
signals. . On Thursday, the 11th April, 
the last of the gruel was eaten; within 
twenty-four hours the Canberra found 
them, dropped packages of food, and they

“ Why cannot you leave it alone? ' was 
a, British Prime Minister's. favourite 
criticism of all new policies. Some 
support for it is found in comment on the 
scheme’ for a fixed ‘Easter’ by a writer’ in 
‘The Times. Last year the Imperial 
Parliament gave its approval to the adop- 
‘tion of “the first Sunday after the. second 
Saturday in April” as a fixed date for 
Paster ; and, if this plan had been in force, 
last Sunday would have been. ‘Easter 
Sunday. Alike in England and Ireland 
it was a rather cold day, and, in England, 
the preceding Friday—which would have 
been Good Friday—was both wet and cold. 
Including Thursday, the “week-end “-in 
England yielded 4.7 hours of sunshine and 
half an inch of rain, hail, snow or sleet ; 
and the maximum temperature was 49. 
The actual Easter of 1929. is a glorious 
memory for both islands. In England the 
four days yielded 38.4 hours of sunshine, 
without a drop of rain; and the maximum 
temperature was 71. Last years ex- 
perience was similar. . The weather at 
Easter was good, but an Easter fixed 
according to the Act would have been cold 
and . unsettled. Furthermore, it seems 
that, if the Act is enforced, Great Britain 
must expect a glcomy succession of wet 
Easters ; for the date fixed by Parliament 
coincides with one of Buchan s. ‘cold 
periods.” Mr. Buchan has propounded a 
theory, that cold. spells recur at ceréain 
dates every year—one of them is April 
llth-14th—and recent experience suggests 
either that he made a lucky ‘“‘ shot,” or 
has discovered a scientific truth. If it is 
a  trutb, the Imperial Parliament 
seéms to have made a bad blunder—but, 
fortunately, a blunder that can be re- 
paired. The Easter Act at present is only 
an.expression of opinion. It cannot be 
enforced without a draft Order in Council, 
which must'be approved, by both Houses 
of Parliament.

OBITUARY. 


MR. JOHN MULHALL, 


We learn with much regret that Mr. John 
Muthall died or April Yth at his residence, 
The Hill House; Caversham. ‘The eldest 
son of Mr. Joseph Mulhall, of Termon, Boyle, 
County Roscommon, Mr. John Mulhall was 
born in 1856. . A member of a well-known 
Irish family, he was a devoted member of 
the Roman Catholic Church and one of the 
leading Roman Catholic laymen of his time. 

Mr. Mulhall was called to the Irish Bar in 
1881. He possessed unfailing tact and a rare 
charm of manner, qualities which fitted him 
pre-eminently for the part that he was called 
upoi to play in Irish social and official life. 
In addition he _ possessed considerable 
administrative powers. These gifts and 
qualities soon brought him into note. When 
in 1886 Lord Londonderry became Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland he chose Mr. Mulhall 
as his private secretary. So well was the 
chuice. justified that when Lord Zetland) 
came as Viceroy three years later, he retained 
the services of Lord Londonderry’s private 
secretary. Mr. Mulhall’s term of office, 
therefore, covered the period 1886 to 1892. 
The time’s demands were varied and exacting, 
but in Mr. Mulhall’s tactful hand both social 
y administrative affairs ran pleasantly for 
all. 

As honorary secretary of the Irish Distress 
Fund (1891) he gave service of inestimable 
worth, Then for a period of twenty years he 
was Vice-Chairman of the General Prisons 
Beard for Ireland. Never had that depart- 
ment worked with more efficiency. Mr. Mul- 
hali’s sterling character was shown to best 
advantage in the latest phase of his activity 
itr [reland. His eyesight became’ seriously 
affected; he was virtually blind, but nothing 
could impair his spirit. From 1917 to 1922 he 
gave of his best work as Deputy Chairman of 
the Irish Advisory Commitijee for the Blind. 

Mr. Mulhall married in 1894 Teresa, daugh- 
ter of Mr. Edmund Dease, D.L., of Rath 
llouse, Queen’s County, a grand-daughter. of 
the great Irish orator patriot, Henry 
Grattan. i

The long looked-for baile day has 
come and gone, and it is doabtful whether 
‘Mr. Churchill’s financial plans will have 
any marked effect on the fortunes of his 
party. He certainly has not produced a 
vote-catching Budget ; for the changes are 
almost. unimportant, and the income tax- 
payer is told without hesitation that no 
relief is possible for him: There is, how- 
ever, still a chance for others desirous of 
relief ; for, if the Conservatives return to 
power, there will be a further Budget in 
October, when there may be something 

ood for industries not mentioned to-day. 
One of the Defence of the Realm Act 
restrictions is to disappear with the per- 
mission given to off-licensed dealers to 
sell half a bottle of spirits. Hitherto a 
parchaser. had to buy a full bottle of 
spirits or of liqueurs. Mr. Churchill de 
livered his speech with but few interrup- 
tions. Now and again a Socialist jelt 
called upon to attempt a party point, 
although he seldom scored ‘qainst tho 
Chancellor. The Prince of Wales was an 
interested listener from his usual seat over 
the clock. 


The Prosperous Wage-Earners. 


A remarkable feature of the Budget 
speech was the revelations regarding the 
prosperity of the working classes. The 
cost of living is eighteen points lower and 
wages have now reached the level ef 1924, 
while there were over half a million more 
people employed in insured trades last 
year than three years ago. . Less beer was 
consumed, but the consumption of tea anr| 
sugar, which used in Gladstonian days 
to be regarded as a sure criterion of the 
prosperity of the people, has reached » 
“record.” The small classes of investurs 
had one hundred and seventy million 
pounds more sayings, while new purchases 
of War Savings Certificates has increased 
to forty-one millions last year. This is 
a solid: story of prosperity and progress 
among the working classes which scarcely 
oan have been equalled. 

Lobby Opinion. 

The Budgét came in for very favourabie 
comment in the Lobby, except where feel- 
ing was tinctured by party bitterness. 
It was agreed that it contained little that 
was surprising, but appeared to solidity 
a position which was extremely healthy 
when all the circumstances of the past 
few. years aro taken into consideration. 
In some directions the Budget had 
followed expectation, since the betting tax 
is to disappear and to be replaced by 
licences, with a percentage on the 
totalisator. The only new tax was gene: 
ally regarded with approval, since a 
number of members objected to the 
brewers and tobacco manufacturers gain 
ing at the expense of “ de-rating.’” The 
reductions in taxation were welcomed bv 
the Conservatives as likely to be useful! 
at the general clection, and, though the 
unemployment proposals were considered 
as being on the modest side, if was 
thought that they were eminently busi- 
ness-like and would do more real good 
than the more spectacular schemes of Mr.

The Red Despatch Case. 


Mr. Charchil), who has been preparin 
his Budget at his country house at Chart-

The Scene in the Hoase. 


Though a fair number of. members of 
Parliament arrived early this morning to 
mark. their seats for the day's proceed- 
ings, the queue waiting outside the doct 
of the Chamber was not as long as usua! 
and it was said that this was due to the 
fact that many members had not returned 
to London after paying week-end visits 
to their constituencies. The first member 
to arrive was Mr. J: Erskine, the Con- 
servative member for St. George's, West- 
minster, who took up his place at a 
quarter to six. At one o'clock some 
hundred and fifty members had marked 
their places, and the Conservative and 
Liberal benches were dotted with the 
white cards used on such occasions.

“dignity, but, nevertheless, marking time. 
“. “The fundamental difhculty— the sovereign 
‘independence of States—was being shirked 


and evaded by all this peace talk. 
KELLOGG PACT. 


The Kellogg Fact was typical of these 
popular perambulations around this 
central difficulty. “The Pact was a means 
by which the citizens of the United States 
had. relieved. their consciences in the 
matter of world affairs, without the 
slightest. interference with their ordinary 
way of carrying on in life. 

Two simple addition sums—one giving 
the war- expenditure for 1928 for all 
nations concerned before the. Pact, and 
the other the estimate for the. equivalent 
expenditure in 1929—were the real index 
of the. value of this network of peace pacts 
and. agreements. | 


TOWARDS WORLD PEAOE. 


Complete independent sovereignty was 
an expression of militancy, and they might 
go on signing Kellogg Pacts until there 
was a-shortage of parchment and gold 
pens, but they- would have done nothing 
real for the peace of the world. On the 
other hand, a sovereignty spréading out 
until, by including the whole world, ait 
passed out” of .existence; or a ~ fedeéra- 
tion of world banking .and méonetary 
controls, or a consolidation of the 
control of world shipping ‘and’ overland 
transport by a federal bond would take 
the world half way towards an everlasting 
peace. 

Declaring that patriotism was a com- 
paratively new growth, dividing man from 
man implacably throughout the world, 
Mr. Wells cited ‘as an illustration. the 
Olympic Games, which; instedd of being 
a sort of love feast of all the people, had 
seemed to intensify a vicious patriotism in 
both participants and spectators. 


TOWARDS FRESH WARS. 


‘‘ Meanwhile,’’ concluded Mr: Wells, 
‘‘ for all our pacts and promises the world 
moves plainly forward “towards fresh 
wars,’’ 

Russia, through isolation, was becoming 
a land of self-centred imperialism. China 
was a festering half continent of war possi- 
bilities; and for Italy, throughout the re- 
nationalised fragments of the Austrian 
and Turkish empires, and so to the Near 
Zast, a score of promising war occasions 
were developing. 

They had only to go on letting things 
drift, signing their declarations, enjoying 
their sentimental occasions, and presently 
the guns would go off of themselves. Ten 
years. of fuith-healing for the sickness of 
the world were enough. It was time that 
real work for world peace was begun.

IMPORTANT DECISION.

ROME, Monday. 

An important decision on the annulment 
of matrimeny has been arrived at by the 
Commission for. the Interpretation of the 
Canon Law appointed by Pope Benedict 
XV. in 1917. 

It is-recalled that a number of marriages 
have recently, been declared invalid on the 
ground that they were contracted subject 
to conditions. As these were inadmissible 
by Canon Law, they were interpreted as 
making such marriages null and void, 

Fears were entertained lest this doctrine 
might lead to abuse, and, as the result of 
the Commission’s “unanimous decision, it 
is definitely overthrown. In future no 
plea of this kind may be advanced by 
either party in a, matrimonial suit. 


MR. CHURCHILL'S 
BUDGET. 


ITS MERITS AND DEFECTS. 

Iya leading article, The Times observes :— 
Compared with some of his previous efforts, 
Mr. Churchill's fifth Budget may appear, at 
first. sight, a somewhat humdrum affair. 
Those who expected to be entertained by a 
final flash of fireworks were deceived. Yet 
even they must have been fairly compensated 
by the brilliance and wit of a speech which 
relieved, in the best Charchillian manner, his 
exposition of the dry, but important, subject 
of national fiance. And there was some- 
thing more serious than mere jocularity “In 
the best of the sallies, which were reserved 
for Mr. Lloyd George’s latest nostrum for 
unemployment. The simile of the spurt in the 
boat race was almost Vergilian in its felicity, 
and its effect was. to demolish the whole 
elaborate but jerry-built edificé depicted in 
the famous Yellow Pamphlet on which the 
Liberal Party has apparently staked its 
fortunes. 

As might have been expected on such an 
occasion, Mr. Churchill took the opportunity 
of delivering an apologia for his five years’ 
stewardship of the. national purse. He pointed 
with legitimate pride to the savings effected 
on armaments, which, including commitments 
in the Middle East, have amounted to more 
than .£7,500,000. . No- more telling answer 


| could possibly be given to the ill-considered 


Socialist criticism which has sought to por- 
tray the present Government and the Con- 
servative Party as the bloodthirsty champions 
of aggressive militarism. 

‘NOT $O CONVINCING. 

The defence of parallel achievements in the 
field of Civil Service expenditure was hardly 
so convinciug. Difficult as his task has ad. 
mittedly been, it must be confessed that Mz, 
Churchill] looks a’ little “bizarre under the 
self-imposed hato of the economist. Nor 
will the ingenious arguments produced in 
favour of the fixed charge for National 
Debt services really. stand examination. 
However much the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer may argue to the contrary, the fact 
remains that in the first year of its applica- 
tion it resulted in a diminution of the esti- 
mated Sinking Fund by more than seven 
million pounds.

In all the. circum- 
stances his record is not a bad one. 

The abolition of the whole duty on tea, 
and the anticipation-of the rating relief on 
agriciltural land may be classed together as 
the .t\wo principal electioneering features in 
the speech. It was scarcely to be expected, 
of course, that a Budget produced on the eve 
of the general election should contain no ele- 
ments whatever designed to appeal to popular 
applause. So heroic a measure of self-denial 
could scarcely be demanded of the severest 
of Chancellors; but it is fair to say of this 
pertion of Mr. Churchill’s fiscal programme, 
that it has avoided all the major temptations 
of financial jugglery which must have been 
unusually strong at such a moment, 


WHITE FARMER TO BE 
FLOGGED. 


GOVERNMENT’S DECISION, 
From Revrer’s Cortespoxpent. 
PRETORIA, Monday. 

The Acting Minister of Justice announced 
to-day that the Cabinet, after full considera- 
tion of the ease, had decided that it could 
not recommend the Governor-General. to 
exercise the prerogative of mercy in the case 
of the farmer, Jack Nafte, who “was sen- 
tenced. to ten lashes, in addition to seven 
years” hard labour, for culpable homicide in 
connection with the death of a native. The 
lashes will accordingly be administered. 

fNote.—Nafte flogged a native to death 
because he had threatened a white woman, 
and was charged with murder, but the. jury 
found him guilty of é¢ulpable homicide and 
recommended him to mercy. Mr. Justice 
Solomon, in sentencing Nafte, said that the 
crime was horrifying in its cruelty and that 
his punishment. would, therefore, not be 
adequate unless it also included the infliction 
of physical pain. General Hertzog, how- 
ever, suspended the order for the ten lashes 
‘pending investigation.’ }

PROBLEM.

LONG-TERM LOANS FOR 
LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 


The following ‘resolution was passed 
unanimously at a conference called by the 
Civics Institute of Ireland on Friday last :— 

“Phat this - conference regrets that no 
arrangements have been made to -provide 
Local Authori‘ies and. Public Utility Socie- 
ties with long-term housing loans from a 
central fund, in spite of repeated demands 
by loéal authorities. 

“The statement issued by the represen- 
tative conference called by the Civics Inst)- 
tute of Ireland in 1928 showed that the 
economic weekly rent, exclusive of rates, of 
a £420 house, with a fifteen. years loan at 54 
per cent., would be 17s. 6d., but with a 
sixty years’ 545 per cent. loan, the rent 
would be 10s. 7;d., a reduction of 6s. 10gjd. 
a week ut no loss to the State. Such a loan, 
in addition to the existing subsidies, would 
bring the rents of houses within the reach 
of the workers, and this conference reiterates 
its opinion that only in this way can the 
housing problem be dealt with adequately.”

ii The hearing of the libel actions which Sir 
Wyndham Childs, the former Chief of the 
¥1.D. at Scotland Yard, and Sir William 
Horwood, former Commissioner of the Metro- 
politan Police, are bringing against the 
Statesman Publishing Company, . td., and 
other defendants, began in the King’s Bench 
Division, London, yesterday, before Mr. 
Justice Horridge and a-special jury. 

Mr. Birkett explained that the actions arose 
out of an article which appeared in The 
New Statesman, and in respect of which Sir 
Wyndham Childs and Sir William Horwood 
claimed ‘damages for libel. The publishing 
company and Mr. Clifiord Sharp denied that 
the words complained of were defamatory, but 
said that they were fair comment on a matter 
of public interest. é 

The printer admitted that the article was 
libellous and had apologised. . 

“Both Sir Wyndham Childs and Sir 
William Horwood,”’ said Mr. Birkett, “* have 
distinguished’ records of public service, and 
this is a very serious libel upon them. In his 
position as Assistant Commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police, Sir Wyndham Childs 
had nothing to do with Hyde Park. Last 
September á Royal Commission was appointed 
to investigate and report upon certain police 
powers and procedure, and Lord Lee was its 
chairman. At that Commission the conduct 
At the police was being publicly discussed, 
‘dnd after the first meeting the article com- 
gilained of was published. al 
'! The article plainly charged plaintiffs with 
Yeing engaged by their methods in “ creating 
crime where there was no crime. 

“There could be no more serious charge 
Against gentlemen occupying these. posi- 
tions,” declared . Mr. Birkett, “ when 
tinked with it for strength and emphasis 
is the name of the Public Prosecutor.” 

Mr. Norman Birkett submitted that the 
alleged libel was fact, and not comment. 
The defendants did not now say that black- 
mail was involved, but sheltered themselves 
hehind the statement that blackmail might 
be involved. It was a deliberate invitation 
to the public to say that the whole of the 
Horwood-Childs-Bodkin methods in connec- 
tion with Hyde Park involved blackmail. 

“The plaintiffs,’ added Mr, Birkett, 
‘(have not brought these actions to make 
money. ‘The only thing they are concerned 
about is the vindication of their names. Their 
work in connection with the Metropolitan 
Police is concluded, and remains to be judged 
by those who know.”’ 

The hearing was adjourned.

SUICIDE AFTER KILLING 
WIFE AND FAMILY. 


At the inquest at Marden, Kent, this after- 
noon, on the family of four who were found 
shot dead in their cottage in the village, a 
verdict was returned that Samuel] William 
Daw (53) murdered his wife, Rosina (49) ; 
Nellie, his daughter (18), and Samuel Wilham, 
his son (17), and then took his own life, 
while of unsound mind. 

**'We are cursed by consumption,’’ said Miss 
Martha Fanny Daw, of Balcombe, a sister of 
the dead man. Ten or more of her cousins 
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: ) and her mother and sister had died from it. Her 


brother feared that his daughter had it. He was 
a devoted father. Her own father had died 
a terrible death owing to a wrong opera- 
tion, and his sufferings had been witnessed 
by her brother, Samuel William Daw. 

Miss Daw added that there had also been 
‘Insanity in the family. 

Medical evidence was given that the man’s 
daughter, when seen by a doctor on. Friday, 
was suffering from extensive tuberculosis. 
She was very weak, and was not then likely 
to live for more than a week or ten days. 

In each case death was due to gunshot 
wounds in the head, and was instantaneous. 


WEXFORD MAN’S 
SUICIDE. 
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Í CORONER ON “ RED TAPE OF 


ASYLUM PEOPLE.’’ 

A verdict of ‘‘Snicide while temporary 
insane’ was returned at the inquest which 
was held on the body of a labourer named 
Caulfield, of Aclamon, County Wexford, who 
cut his throat with a table knife. 

Coroner Roche said that but for the red 
tape of the asylum people the tragedy might 
have been averted. 

Mr. Denis Corish, District County Clerk, 
New Ross, deposed that he was asked by Dr. 
Annie Kehoe for a house form for the eom- 
mittal of the deceased man, but he had not 
got one. He telephoned to the Mental 
Hospital, Enniscorthy, to send a form by 
the mid-day train. He did not know who 
replied, but the answer was that the form 
would not be sent, and that it was none of 
the witness’s business. The witness replied 
that he knew that, but that he usually kept 
a few of the forms to oblige the doctors. He 
repeated his request, adding that the case 
was urgent, and that Father Hone, C.C., 
Terrerath, was interested in the case. The 
speaker at the Mental Honie then asked who 
was the doctor in the present case, and he 
replied Dr. Annie Kehoe, when he was 
informed that they had nobody to go to the 
railway station, but that the form would be 
posted that night. 

Dr. Kehoe—The form arrived next day, 
and the man was dead then. 

Having made the statement given above, 
the Coroner added: If the form was sent by 
train the morning Mr. Corish asked for it 
the man could have been committed that 
day, and would be alive now.

The 
whole of this figure does not represent’ new 
expenditure because, with the adoption of the 
new method of preparing candidates for entry 
to the training colleges, it has been possible 
to reduce the expenditure formerly involved 
by the monitor and pupil-teacher system by 
about. £17,000. The increased annual cost 
resulting from the establishment of the 
preparatory colleges is, therefore, about 
30,000. Even all this sum cannot be held 
to represent expenditure arising solely out 'f 
the Government’s Irish policy, because the 
defects of the monitorial system had rendered 
it necessary to establish institutions in which 
prospective candidates for the teaching pro- 
fession. might receive an adequate secondary 
education.

special grants to secondary schools in which 
instruction is given through the medium of 
Irish, and about .£2,000 for the printing of 
the statutes and other documents bilingually.

EVIDENCE AT INQUEST IN

Deceased 
had been depressed ; but during the journey 
he was in very good form. They had supper 
and retired to bed. Deceased man came to 
witness's bedroom and said that there was 
someone walking about below. He came in a 
second time to ask for matches, stating that 
he wanted to have a.smoke. He was in his 
pyjamas.” At 6.30 on Sunday morning 
witness’s sister called him, as they were going 
to early Mass in New Ross. Witness asked 
her to call’ Michael, bat Michael was not in 
his bedroom, 
FALL FROM PARAPET. 

Witness went in search of him, and about 
a hundred yards from the house’ saw him 
standing on the parapet of the railway 
bridge. Witness. called the:deceased man 
several times by his namé, and got no answer. 
He went round the back of the bridge and 
called again, asking the deceased man to come 
home with him to breakfast: Deceased man 
said: “Pat, you have something against 
me, and witness replied: ‘‘ Nonsense. We 
were always good friends.”’ 

Witness next saw the deceased man fall- 
ing off the parapet to the road, twenty-six 
feet below. 

The Coroner—Needless td say, there was no 
ground for deceased man’s remark. 

Witness— No. 

Dr. M. Walsh said that deceased man’s 
skull was fractured and his neck dislocated.

ADJUDICATOR’S COMMENTS. 
Mr. Gabriel Fallon, the adjudicator, said 


| that in many respects the competition had 


been an extremely interesting one. The stan- 
dard was rather low, and it was rather sur- 
prising that there were only three competi- 
tors. That was when one considered the 
generous awards, the small entrance fee, and 
the large number of amateur dramatic socie- 
ties at’ present working and eligible. 

The choice of, play was fair—good only in 
one instance. was not a wise thing, he 
thought, to select two plays by the same 
author, nor wag it. wise to select two plays 
with alm similar settings. The selected 
plays should contrast with each other from 
every possible point of view — setting and 
authorship included. Widely-contrasting plays 
gave competitors a much greater opportunity 
of exploiting their talents in acting and pro- 
duction. Choice of play was a difficult 
problem. He would advise competitors “ to 
select. good plays. It was a sad thing to see 
a good play ruined by bad acting, but it was 
a Jamentable thing to see a poor play im- 
proved by fine acting. 

He advised competing socteties not to select 
Abbey plays were very well 

riormed at the Abbey, but they invited un- 
fair comparison. Competitors should be 
original, and- look for their plays elsewhere. 


THE PRINCIPAL FAULTS. 

The performances bore three grevious sins 
of omission. e first—and in his opinion 
the least. pardonable—was lack of study,.with 
its consequent. lack of lines. The voice of 
the prompter was loud in. the competition. 

e prompter was really an indispensable 
official, but there should be no necessity to 
work the poor fellow to death. Prompters, 
he had found, were generally harmless, 
obliging individuals, but audiences did not 
hke them, authors detested them, and 
adjudicators used them as minus signa. 

The second great fault was an absence of 
team work. It might be that the existence 
of a special prize for the best individual 
ba of acting was responsible íor this. 

eam work was invaluable in getting a play 
across the footlights.. In only one instance 
in the competition did it show itself, and 
then it was so wedded to indistinctness of 
speech that its power was considerably ies- 
sened. Good team work was an incalculable 
asset on the balance sheet of an amateur 
dramatic company, 

The third~and perhaps the most pardon- 
able fauit im amateur: work—was an absence 
of good production. It was the task of the 
producer to interpret the play in terms of 
the theatre. To a certain extent, he would 
impress his individual mark on every pro- 
duction, but what really mattered was not 
his. own indjviduality, bat the plays. In 
every instance in the competition the in- 
dividuality of the play was lost. Amateurs 
needed a producer—an amateur producer— 
one of themselves. 


THE WINNING COMPANY. 

The adjudicator then gave a detailed 
criticism of each of the plays produced, and 
gave some helpful advice on characterisation, 
diction and make-up.

No British Government had yet 
dared to undermine the. hard rock of British 
financial integrity, and with the mighty 
economic structure of the United States 
towering up, such a step would be disastrous 
now. 

Mr. Churchill observed that London, 
despite all the sacrifices made by Great 
Britain in the war, had regained effectually 
its solid international pre-eminence in the 
world. Britain was still the greatest inter- 
national market, and was able to maintain 
money rates lower than those nominally 
prevailing in New York. | : 

DECLINE IN COST OF LIVING. 

He maintanied that the decline is the cost 
of living and the increase in the purchasing 
power of wages and salaries was equivalent 
to a remission in indirect taxation of 
£160,000,000 a year. 

On the actuarial valuation, the obligations 
imposed ou the State by existing debt con- 
tracts had fallen in the last four years by 
£175,000,000. During the present Parliament 
they had been passing through a period of 
enormous maturity in regard to debt. He 
had been forced to repayt or convert, over 
£1,100,000,000 in four years, an average of 
£23,000,000 a month—an unprecedented 
experience. The greatest part of the task 
was now over. 

DEBT REDUCED. 

The total debt falling due in the next four 
years, which the Government was under com- 
pulsion to redeem, amounted to not more 
than £321,000,000, or much less than a third 
of that which they had to deal with in an 
equal period. With one exception, every 
conversion for which he had been fully 
responsible had effected a saving to the tax- 
payer. The total savings on conversions 
had been £1,500,000 a year. By the constant 
operation of the Sinking Fund, the interest 
on the debt had been reduced by £9,500,000 
a vear.

In the whole field of this revenue, even vros- 
perity would bring no marked expansion. 

He maintained that last year’s remission of 
a farthing on the sugar tax had resulted in the 
extension from fifty to seventy per cent. of 
the share in the home market for the British 
refining industry, and it was still expanding. 
Sugar, too, had ben reduced by a halfpenny

BETTING TAX. 

The hetting tax during 1928, at the new 
rites established in October, had vielded 
£1,400,000. After considering all that +ras 
taking place, he estimated that in 1929 the 
Customs would yield £126,000,000, and Excise 
£131,950,000, making a total of £257,950,0)0. 

Income tax had _ yielded £4,700,000 
more than was anticipated, and he 
expected to receive in 1929 £239,500,000. 
Death duties had vielded the ‘‘record”’ 
figure of £88,500,000, or £8,500,000 
above the estimate. He took a definitely 
more favourable view of the prospect of this 
tax. and had fixed the figure for 1929 at 
£500,000 more than the record figure of last 
year. 

THE SURPLUS. 

He estimated the total receipts from taxes 
at £674,650,000, and total non-tax revenue 
at £79.290.000. Added together, these figures 
came to £753,940,000. 

On the basis of the existing taxation., he 
estimated that there would be a surplus of 
£11,976,000. 
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| He had passed through a period of wind- I 


falls, and could now present a balanced budget 
with the reasonable prospect of a surplus on 
revenues which would live and grow. 

THE TAXES ON LUXUR:ES, 

The new taxes on luxuries, like silk and 
artificial silk, the McKenna duties, duties on 
tyres and the various safeguarding duties, 
yielded over £15,000,0U0 a year. 

It was ceriainly true to say that they were 
far less burdensome to industry and to trade 
than the income tax which would be required 
to replace them, 

‘To pretend that they are a burden on the 
Wage earning classes is pure nonsense. To 
treat them as if they were on the same footing 
as Sugar, or even on tne same footing as 
beer, tobaccos and popular entertainments, is 
also absurd.”’ 

ARTIFICIAL SILK BOOMING. 

Referring to the silk duty, Mr. Churchill 
said that the import of foreign artificial yarn 
had shrunk to a quarter; British export had 
increased by fifty per cent. ; home production 
had risen from 26,000,000lbs. avoirdupois to 
51,000,000lbs., and twenty-one factories had 
been erected in this country—some by foreign 
firms. 

The insured persons employed in the silk 
and artificial silk industry had risen from 

,500, when the duties were passed to over 
70,000 in 1928. 

The home price of artificial silk yarn has 
fallen by twenty-five per cent., and the 
quantity available for home consumption has 
increased by fifty per cent., and, as a final 
result, they had an assured revenue of over 
£6,000,000 a year. 

“It requires a very pedantic purist to 
frame an indictment against such a duty.” 

THE DUTY ON TYRES. 

Very much the same story has revealed 
itself in respect of the productive and quasi 
protective and revenue duties imposed upon 
foreign motor tyres. 


BETTING TAX FIASCO. 
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A CANDID CONFESSION OF 
FAILURE, 5 

“ However, there is one of the new taxes 
for which I am responsible which has been a 
failure -— which, indeed, has been a fiasco, 
which obviously has caused more trouble than 
| it is worth. I mean, of course, the tax on 
betting, 

‘‘Here-was a project which had behind it 
a greatér backing of public opinion—so far as 
the newspaper Press expresses public 
opinion—than any other project of taxation 
of which I have heard. 

- Many of those who had studied the sub- 
ject with grent attention thought a revenue 
of £6,000,000 or £7,000,000 a year. or ever 
more, could be obtained from the taxation of 
this highly luxurious dissipation. In practice, 
however, the tax has failed. 

NOT FAIRLY WORKED. 

“The volatile and elusive character of the 
betting population, the precarious condition 
in which they disport themselves, have proved 
incapable of bearing the weight even of the 
repeatedly reduced hurdens we have tried to 
place upon them. It has become plain that 
the collection of this tax in this shape has 
been vitiated because it has not worked 
fairly. 

“It is being paid exclusively by the honest 
bookmaker who has been unable to avoid it. 
The very fact that he has paid the tax has 
placed him at an invidious disadvantage, com- 
pared with the more slippery and unsubstan- 
tial rivals. 

It is scarcely a year ago since the leader 
of the Opposition told the country that* His 
Majesty's Government. in deriving advantage 
from the tax upon betting, had become a 
parasite upon damnation. Scarcely a month 
ago the right hon. gentleman, seduced by the 
spectacle of one hundred bookmakers’ motor 
cars at the Baiiersea election, showed him- 
seli only too ready to become a parasite upon 
damnation.”’ 

An Hon. Member—“ He damned your can- 
didate.”’ 

Mr. Churchill—* It is in the common in- 
terests that we cannot afford to have the 
ideais of great parties debased in this manner. 
We must not lead the weaker brethren into 
temptation. We must not expose a young, 
new, callow, half-fledged organisation to the 
seduction to which, in their immature state. 
they will infallibly succumb, and it is out of 
consideration largely for thai, and for their 
reputation, that I have decided that the turn- 
over tax from betting should be immediately 
repealed. : 

TAX ON TELEPHONES. 


An Hon. Member—How about the motor 
cars now ?” 


Mr. Churchill—I shall, however. continue 
to levy the personal licence duty of £10 upon 
all bookmakers, and, in addition, a licensed 
duty of £40 a year upon every telephone 
installed in a bookmaker’s office. he vield 
of this new licence duty is estimeted at 
£500,000 a year. : 

A tax of one-half per cent, would be im. 
posed on the takings of the totalisator. 
which he had been led to believe was a fair 
equivalent to the licence duty upon book- 
makers. The cost of these changes would be 
£850,000 in the current year, and £900,000 


in a full vear. 
MANUFACTURERS’ 
LICENCES. 


DE-RATING ON TOBACCO 
FACTORIES AND 
BREWERIES. 


“1 have only one new tax to impose this 
year, and it is a very small one. I have 
been told that the fact that rating relief was 
given to brewers, distillers and. tobaceo 
manufacturers is* capable of being used by 
people of unscrupulous character of low 
mentality, such as are certainly not repre- 
sented in this House, as a means of preju- 
dicing the scheme for giving rating relief to 
productive industries. 

"Here, again, it is our.duty to help our 
weaker brethren and not to place a stumbling- 
block in their path. Manufacturers’ licence 
duties have now been levied, though at very Jow 
rates, upon brewers, distillers and tobacco 
manufacturers. 

‘*] propose to raise those duties so as to 
take.from these industries the equivalent of 
relief which they would obtain under the 
de-rating scheme. (Labour ironical cheers. ) 

“The date of these increased duties will 
be arranged, as the Scotsman says, 
‘timeously ’ with the currency of the relief, 
and thus these industries will neither gain 
nor lose by our relief. The relief they would 
obtain in the normal working of the de- 
rating scheme 1s estimated at £480,000. The 
manufacturers’ licences will be raised so as 
to produce a new revenue of like amount. 


PUBLIC-HOUSE LICENCES. 
“For many years it has been contended that 
the liquor licence duty, which was imposed 
in 1910, stands at too high a level, in view 
of the curtailment of the hours of sale. J 
propose to reduce the licence duty payable 
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by on-retailers by twenty-five per cent. This 
concession will take place from the Ist 
October next, and will cost £950,000 in 1929 
and £970,000 in a full year. It is £400,000 
taken from the brewers and £950,000 will be 
given to the licence holders. 

“ At the same time, I propose to allow off- 
licence holders in England and Wales, if 
holders of justices’ licences, to sell single 
half-botiles, bui not quarter-bottles.’’ 

RELIEF FOR FISHERMEN. 

He said that he had made a provision of 
about £30,000 for reducing harbour dues in 
certain cases where they pressed unduly on 
fishermen, especially upon those engaged in 
the herring fisheries, or for those assisting 
in the discovery of deep-sea fishing grounds. 

In addition, certain taxes which weighed 
upon these fishing harbours and prevented 
them making full use of the rating relief, 
would either be remitted or suspended. 


MORE TELEPHONES. 
: 9 
CALL BOXES IN POST 
OFFICES. 

It was proposed to afford to the public, 
especially in rural districts, certain improved 
telephene facilities by increasing to two miles 
the radius from the terminus in which tele- 
phone lines were laid free of charge, costing 
£90,000 a year. 

Then at least five-sixths of the six thousand 
post offices and sixteen hundred rural railway 
stations, which at present had neither tele- 
graph nor telephone, would be equipped, lor 
the most part, during the next six months 
with call boxes at ordinary rates, the cost 
being £1,750,000. These concessions,’ he said, 
fitted harmoniously into the general scheme 
of the Government for fostering basic pro- 
duction. These adjustments made their 1n- 
toad upon the surplus. 

COST OF THE ADJUSTMENTS. 

The betting tax relief cost £850,000 ; 

The licence duties relief cost £950,000, and 
{he various minor concessions cost the revenue 
£110,000. 

On the other hand, the increase in the 
manufacturers’ licence duties on beer, spirits 
aud tobacco would be £480,000, leaving a net 
diminution of the prospective surplus ot 
£1,430,000. 

Subtracting this from £11,976,000 Jett them 
still in possession of a surplus of £10.546,000 

Mr. Churchill went on—What shall we do 
with it? Let us. first of all, by way of pre- 
liminary digression, address ourselves to the 
burning question of whether national 
prosperity can be restored or enhanced by 
the Government borrowing money and spend- 
ing it on making more work. 

The orthodox Treasury view~and, after all. 
British finance bas long been regarded as a 
model to many ‘countries—is that when the 
Government. borrows in the Money market if 
becomes a new competitor with industry, and 
attracts to itself resources which would other- 
wise have been employed in private enter- 
prise, and in the process it raises the cost of 
money to all who need if. 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

To induce a speedier return to prosperity 
and to diminish unemployment we have, 
during the last five years, ventured upon very 
heavy capital outlays. We have set on foot 
the carrying into effect of a far-reaching, 
though carefully considered, programme ol 
housing, roads, telephones, and agricultural 
development. The expenditure be for 
this purpose amounts, In round figures, to 
£260,000 ,000. 

In addition, we have implemented guaran- 
tees under the Trade Facilities Act and in 
providing new guarantees for Colonial de- 
velopment for a further £40,000,000. We 
have already carried through a scheme for 
the reorganisation of electricity supply at 
an estimated £40,000,000 or 
£50,000,000. 

The total development expenditure of the 
present Government during their period of 
office already exceeds £300,000,000, and tbere 
is a further £50,000,000 of commitments in 
sight. 

These figures do not include expenditure, 
principally on housing aud roads, undertaken 
by the local authorities on the basis of 
Government grants, which probably fall little 
short of another £100,000,000. 

During the course of the present Parlia- 
ment. we have spent, or caused to be spent, 
or undertaken to spend, in cash or credit, 
ever £400,000,000. I believe this great sum, 
on the whole, has not been unwisely invested, 
and that much of it will return to us after 
many days, and that we have a better island 
to live in. 

The point I am coming to is that, for the 
purpose of curing unemployment, the results 
have certainly been disappointing. In fact, 
they have been so meagre as to lend some 
considerable colour to the orthodox Treasury 
dogma, which steadfastly holds that what- 
ever might be the political or social advan- 
tages, very little additional employment, and 
no permanent additional employment, can, 
in fact, and as a genera! rule, be created bv 
State borrowing and State expenditure. 

J am not trying to draw too rigid a line, 
and our practice does noi entitle me to do so. 
We have drawn very largely on capital ac-

THE ROAD SCHEME. 

Mr. Lloyd George's plan of torcing road 
construction to such an extravagant pitch in 
a country which already had the best roads 
in the world, and which was already spend- 
ing more on its roads than any country in 
Europe, would not only be no real or lasting 
advantage as a remedy for unemplovment, 
but would be positively gravely injurious to 
the national welfare. 


THE RAILWAY BOOM. 

In the railway construction boom round 
about 1845 great loans were raised for the 
rapid building of railways, and armies of 
men were employed in their constrnction. 
The demand for steel rails and rolling stock 
promised a most vigorous stimulus to other 
trades, hope and were high, but 
what happened ? 

According Lo Cunningham's 
English Industry and Commerce,’ a standard 
authority, speedy ivade depression and 
financial crisis ensued, from wihuch it 
the country several years to recover. Of 
course, in the long run the new railways 
were the foundation of a uew era of 
prosperity, but that prosperity would have 
come just as surely, and probably more 
quickly, if we had maintained a _ steady 
methodical progress, and if, let me observe— 
and this is a point to be noted—the vast canal 
system, embodying the labours of half a 
century, had not been incontinently scrapped 
and sacrificed and ruined for the sake of 
overdoing a new idea. 

“We ought, IT think, to try to learn from 
the teachings of experience. We ought not. 
for the sake of a frantic development of 
roads, to disturb and dislocate the normal 
productive life of the nation, or strike a 
precipitate State-subsidised blow at our 
superb system of railways, in which more 
than £2,000,000,000 of capital has been sunk. 
and by which more than six hundred 
thousand men get their daily bread. 

MORE MONEY FOR ROADS. 
Mr. Churchill announced that the Govern- 
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ment proposed to make an increase in the 
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tage grants for road improvements! 


and new construction. For the year 1929 the 
normal road grants for these purposes woul 

be sixty per cent. of the approved cost in 
the case of Class 1 roads, and fifty per cent. 
in the case of approved schemes for all roads 
and bridges other than Class 1, afd as an 
inducement to local authorities to assist in 
the transference of labour from depressed 
areas they had decided to give au additional 
grant of fifteen per cent. in bespect of all 
schemes on which not less than fifty per 
cent. of the men employed were drawn from 
such areas, provided that they were engaged 
through the employment exchanges. 

The additional allocation in the Road Fund 
budget for these’ purposes, as well as 
for those of accelerating the  recon- 
struction of weak bridges and private 
roads, was estimated to bring the 
total expenditure out of the road fund up to 
£23,000,000, as compared with £15,000,..0 a 
year when the Government took office. 

In his view this was as much as they 
could pindently afford to take from the 
national income at the present time. 

“ In some quarters it has been urged that 
the Government should seek for opportunities 
of utilising the national credit for stimulating 
general trade, and, in particular, for assistias 
in the process of rationalisation. Such 
transactions are far better dealt with in the 
spheve of regular business than by the direct 
intervention of the Government. What can 
be done in this sphere is well exemplified by 
the Lancashire Cotton Corporation, formed 
under the auspices of the Bank of England.

RAILWAY RELIEF. 


-“ 
MORE MONEY FOR ROLLING 
STOCK, 

‘Lust year we inaugurated a reduction 0! 
railway frerghts upon selected heavy traffics. 
Now we have another contribution to propose 
which should make tor greater efficiency of 
railway transport. For nearly a hundred 
years there has been a railway passenger 
duiy—a survival of the old stage coaches—a 
passenger duty levied upon the railway com- 
panies at a vield to the Exchequer of about 
£400,000 a year. 

“The railway companies have repeatedly 
sought relief from this tax, which they regard 
as an invidions survival. Subject to the 
approval of Parliament, I have offered to 
meet their wishes, but only on one condi- 
tion—namely, the capital equivalent of the 
whole of this relief from taxation, amounting 
to £6,500,000, should be used as an additional! 
stimulus for the development and modernisa- 
tion of railway transport. 

HEAVIER ROLLING-STOCK., 

“The works contemplated will include such 
items as port equipment, terminal facilities, 
marshalling vards, and the adaptation of the 
railway system to dealing with -hearie 
rolling stocks. 

““H Parliament approves of these proposals 
the principal railway companies have under- 
taken to submit a list of schemes, which 
will be put in hand forthwith, and apon 
which work will be effectively begun within 
the present financial year. That is all that 
| have to say at the moment on the problem 
of Jyailways, but it is by no means all that 
ean be done in that field. The repeal of 
this duty will cost £300,000 in the present 
year.” 

SURPLUS FOR DE-RATING. 

Mr. Churchill said that he would use the 
£22,500,000 «surplus in the suspensory fund 
for the remission of the local rates upon pro- 
ductive industry, as laid down in the De- 
rating Act. After the current payments 
three-fourths of the rates upon productive 
industry and the whole of the rates upon 
agriculture would be abolished. 

The period of preparation is over, the 
necessary funds have been gathered, and 
we are in a position to abolish this vear 
three-quarters of the rates upon productive 
industry of all kinds and the whole of the 
rates upon agriculture. That is the best 
gift, and by far the greatest gift, which it is 
in our power to bestow. 

During this year the yield of the petrol 
duty, £15,700,000, will be sufficient to meet 
the half-year’s relief to industry and agri- 
culture, but in 1930 the full scheme of rating 
relief comes into operation, and the Exche- 
quer will provide in relief of local rates 
vearly £36,000,000 of new money. 

” In the year the petrol tax should yield 
£17,000,000, and £5,000,000 will be provided 
from the road funds, leaving less than 
£16,000,000 to be taken from the suspensory 
fund, which we hope by that, time will be 
increased by any surplus resulting from 1929. 

Thus the finance of this vast scheme of 
tax remission is fully provided for ti 1861. 
Therefore we must look to the normal in- 
crease of revenue, which even in these years 
has shown a steady annual rise, and which 
during the last year has definitely exceeded 
expectations 

REVIVAL OF THE BASIC TRADES. 

Before the great disaster to the coal in- 
dustry occurred the principle basic trades of 
the country yielded profits assessable to in- 
come tax of £150,000,000 a year. In the 
present Budget I am counting upon less 
than £100,000,000 profit from exactly this 
Same group of trades. It seeins probable 
that a definite and solid revival of prosperity 
in the basic trades has now begun, 

RELIEF FOR AGRICULTURE. 

Instead of £18.000,000 in the suspensory 
fund, which T originally budgetted for, we 
have now £22,500,000. We propose, there- 
fore, to bring the relief of tates upon agri- 
cultural producers into immediate operation.. 

The farming community will not have to 
wait until October. They will he freed from 
the burden of rates as from the heginninz 
of this month. The earlier relief cost 
£2.500.000. a sum which in its happily rein- 
forced condition the suspensory fund can 
properly bear; a short bill will be necessary 
dissolution—non-controversial I 
have no doubt—to give this further relief, 
ind to enable the Exchequer to make good to 
the loeal authorities the £2 500,000, which 
would otherwise be collected from the agri- 
cultural producers. The bill will be intro- 
duced immediately after the Budget resolu- 
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INDUSTRY TO WAIT. 

[ndustiy must still wait nnti] October, 
but uagriculture can receive its relief at 
once. We are still left with a prospective 
surplus of £10,264,000, out of which I think 
ihe taxpayer is entitled to some turther re- 
lief. 

The super-tax payer, with an investment 
income, las received nothing from the pre. 
sent Parliament, because the relief of 
£10,000.000 which he gave in 1925 was ut 
the same time, as is so often forgotten, 
eaactly cancelled out by the increase of death 
cuties on the same class of fortunes. 

Nevertheless, the super-tax payer must, J 
think, be left to contemplfite. with what 
equanimity he can the ferocious onslaught 
which we are assured the Socialist Party 
intend to make upon him, 

The income tax payer has, however, re- 
ceived substantial relief. He has received a 
relief of sixpence in the stándard rate, and 
this relief in the case of the smaller class of 
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income tae & ie, and especially the man 
with a family ta bring up, has: been multi- 
plied several times over by cumulative rebates 


i ánd allowances made in the Budgets of 1925 


and 1928. 
TEA TAX ABOLISHED. 

It is to the p comforts, to sume ex- 
tent che food and necessities of the mass of 
the population, that we should now tutp our 
attention. We reduced last year the tax on 
sugar at a cost of £3,000,000 of revenue, and 
it ig to tea that I now turn with feelings of 
good-will. 

Tho Committee know, from the annual 
debates in this House, that I have long de- 
sired to effect sotne reduction in the tea duty. 
There is no other comfort which entets so 
largely into the budget of the cottage home, 
or the still humbler budget of the old, the 
weak and the poor. 

The reduction or the removal of the tax 
ou tea has been asked for in a long succes- 
sion of Parliaments. There has been a tax 
on tea ever since the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, and I am glad to think that the rei 
of His Majesty King George the Fifth will 
witness the total, immediate—and I believe 
final—abolition. (Cheers.) 

Although the duties on. coffee, cocoa and 
chicory had usually moved up and down witli 
the tea duties, there was no essential reason 
why they should be inseperably connected. 
The cost of the abbvlition of the tax on tea is 
£6,150,000 in the present year. The repeal 
would date from April 22 next. 

I have every reason fo believe that an 
effectual reduction of ‘fourpence in the pound 
in the price of tea will reach the consumer 
immediately. 

With the abolition of the tea duty, the pro- 
portion of our revenue raised from voz forts, 
that is to say, the remaining breakfast t&ile 


from matches — falls from 4.43 under the 
Labour Administration to 2.91 — bv far the 
lowest percentage ever known. (Ministerial 
cheers.) 

SURPLUS OF £4,096,00¢. 

Mr, Churchill said that he couid now 
balance the Budget, with an expenditure 
under ail heads of £822,584,000 and a revenue 
of £826,680,000, leaving a final prospective 
surplus of £4,096,000. 

His intention was, it he should remain 
reponsible, that whatever surplus was realised 
at the end of the year should go like its pre- 
decessors to strengthen the suspensory fund, 

TWO FINANCE BILLS. 

The Chaneellor said that, owing to the 
imminence of the general election, the 
Government proposed this year to have two 
Finance Bills. The first would contain only 
the necessary provisions to express the 
Government policy and carry on public ser- 
vices. All the complicated consequential 
clauses would he left to the new Parliament. 
Kither of the Opposition parties, if successful 
in the battle, would have the pleasure of 
passing or repudiating all the machinery 
clauses—(Laughter}—and would have plenty of 
time to do so. 

The first Finance Bill would, therefore, 
contain only those clauses necessary to the 
protection of the revenue—namely, the eon- 
tinuance of the income tax, and its very smal] 
companion, the daty on hops, and the repeal 
of the tea duty, the betting duty on turnover, 
and the repeal of the railway passenger duty. 

Concurrently with this first Finance Bill a 
White Paper will be laid setting forth the 
draft clauses left to be dealt with in the 
new Parliament. They are not of exciting 
character at all, but may easily take a long 
time. 

It follows from this procedure that we do 
not intend this session to move the general 
resolutions for tle amendment of the law. 

ss THE FUTURE. 

As far as expenditure is concerned,” Mr. 
Churehill concluded, “ the upward trend has 
been stopped. It has proved heyond my power 
to reduce it as much as I had hoped. At any 
rate, it has been controlled, and it is 
£6,000,000 less on a strictly comparable basis 
than it was five years ago.” 

“I feel that the corner in our economic 
fortunes may well now have been turned. 
There are no causes, apart from fresh causes 
of our own making, which should prevent the 
next four or tive years being easier and more 
fruitful than those through which we have 
made our way. The future lies freely in 
our hands. Reviving trade, lower unem- 
ployment, expanding revenues, cheaper 
money and more favourable conditions for 
debt conversion lie before us at this moment 
as*reasonable and tangible probabilities. We 
can, by wisdom and public spirit, bring them 
nearer and realise these long-sought-for 
advantages.”’

“AN EXTRAORDINARILY 
CLEVER BUDGET.”

—The Chancellor’s statement regarding 
the benefits derived from safeguarding will 
be very useful; for no one can accuse him 
of being protectionist by nature. The tea 
tax remission will be liked by people of 
all parties, but I personally am sorry that 
he did not confine the relief to Kmpire- 
crown tea. 

Mr. Grornce Batrocr (Hampstead)— 
An extraordinarily clever Budget. It will 
be exceedingly well received throughout 
the country. 

Sin Georce Cockenity, (Neigate)—The 
reduction of the tea duty is justifiable, 
and an overdue Loon to a large number of 
very deserving people. I rejoice to think 
that it should come to them through a 
Conservative Government, after both 
Liberals and Socialists had Jost their 
opportunity of.conferring it upon them. 

Str HrrLros' Young  (Norwich)— 
Democracies being what they are, one does 
not expect a Budget that is brought in on 
the eve of a general election to be of 
special interest from the purely financial 
point of view, but we can congratulate 
ourselves that we are in a position to 
remit. taxation after the great halt in 
financial prosperity called by the general 
strike. 1 think the Budget is quite 
sensible in the remissions it makes. 

LIBERAL. 

Mr. Lrovp Grornge—For those who had 
hoped that the Government at last had 
realised the importance of really coming 
to grips with the grave problems of un- 
employment and trade depréssion, this 
Budget must be a serious disappointment. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer tnocked 
at every effort to deal with these issues, 
and proposes that we should go. on as if 
we had not over 'a million unemployed 
workers. He says nothing can be done 
except wait. The Government have finally 
given up in despair any idea of zrappling 
with their task; that is really what this 
Budget means. 

Str Rosert Hotertson (Chief Liberal 
Whip)—Mr. Churchill is budgeting for a 
deficit for his successor two and a half 
rears hence, by which time the suspensory 
fund will be used' up. I am delichted to 
sea that he has at last civen way to the 
Liberal demand, repeated vear after year, 
that he should do away with the duty on 


tea. 
LABOUR. 

Mr. Peratck Lawrence (Labour, 
Leicester West)—From an electioneering 
point of view, Mr. Churchill’s Budget will 
he a failure. He has lived so much from 
hand to mouth in previous years. that he 
had nothing of any importance to give on 
the present oceasion. The remission of the 
tea duty will come as an anti-climax. It 
is only a very small offset against the 
burdens which Mr. Churchill has imposed 
on the working people in nearly every one 
of his previous Budgets. His attempt to 
cloak up with humour his withdrawal of 
the betting tax is a hopeless admission of 
failure.

The Free State Local Government Depart- 
mevt has written to Leitrim County 
Couhei) in reference to the road 
weeks scheme for 1929-30, informing 
them that on the sums allowed—viz., 
£6,572 for trunk roads and £2,957 for link 
roads—-the grant towards the upkeep wou 
have been £4,173; bat, as thé Minister 1s not 
satisfied that good results are obtained in 
County Leitrim for the sums expended on 
road upkeep, and the Council themselves 
rejected the County Surveyor's moderate pro- 
posal in regard to surface dressing, no graut¢® 
can be made towards upkeep for 1929-50. The 
letter adds :—*‘ The Minister regrets to have 
to come to thia decision, but he is willing, in 
the interests of the road users of the connty, 
to allocate the sum of £4,175, which would 
otherwise have been available towards upkeep, 
for works of surface dressing. The balance.

Captain Bernard Daly writes as follows :— 
“To the man-in-the-street it- appears very 
surprising that a re resentative meeting of 

holders’ Association 
should be satisfied to recommend that the 
resent merger terms: be accepted in their 
evtirety without alteration, The final test of 
the value of a share should be its earning 
capacity, and it would appear to be quite 
obvious that the £1 share of the Mecenni 

Company, which is entitled to receive twice 
the amount in the way of dividend paid as 
the 10s. share, should not be satisfied with a 
less favourable preportion than the 10s. share 
receives in the merger scheme, and before the 
£1 shareholder should allow himself to be 
treated unfairly he should, in my opinion, do 
evervthing that is humanly possible to secure 
for once the exchange is effected 
any rights that may now be acknowledged to 
cyist are given up. A further curious feature 
of the scheme is that no difference whatsoever 
is made between the £1 Ordinary shares and 
the Preference shares, despite the fact that 
the difference of 3 per cent. in the way of 
dividend exists. It has been pointed out 
that holders of the two classes of shares 
mentioned are not compelled to accept the 
scheme, and, to put it in other words, if the 
ls. shares are satisfied and agree to the 
scheme in sufficient numbers, the minority 
will he left in the cold. I can hardly imagine 
a more dangerous doctrine than this, and I 
feel satistied that it should not receive sup- 
port for the above reasons, and I cannot see 
a court of law deciding against the £1 share- 
holder: As the offer to the shareholders does 
not close until the end of this month, the 
door is still left open for something to be 
don, and the £1 shareholder should 
endeavour to. prevent its being closed against 
his interests.”
